DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-7, 1 1, and 33-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fail to disclose or suggest a process for preparing a porous acicular mullite composition 
wherein a mixture of one or more precursor compounds having the elements present in 
mullite along with talc as a property enhancing compound is shaped into a porous green 
shape and finally heated wherein talc is incorporated into a glassy grain interface phase 
of the porous acicular mullite composition. Additionally, the prior art fail to suggest or 
disclose said process wherein a second property enhancing compound having an 
element selected from the group consisting of Mg, Ca, Pr, Sm, Eu, Ge, Tb, Dy, Ho, Er, 
Tm, Yb, Lu, Y, Sc, La and combination thereof is used; also, the prior art do not teach or 
suggest a ratio of Nd/Mg of from about 0.1 to about 10 by weight or a ratio of Fe/Mg of 
from about 0.5 to about 1 .5 by weight in said mullite.
